BESSARABIA. 
AND THE MOUTHS OF THE DANUBE. 
Baltimore Amertéan, . 

The Danube is a river 1,550 miles in length, 
flowing through the very heart of Europe, with 
more than twenty important tributaries. A- 
most along its whole course it is very difficult 
to navigate, till at last, oozing rather than flow- 
ing through marshes, sand-banks, and wide 
flats crowned with willows, it enters the Black 
Sea. An early English traveler, before the days 
of Queen Elizabeth, says that in sailing slowly 
past its mouth he saw what appeared to him 
black rocks, but which, in f were trees and 
roots covered with sand and e brought down 
by thedull current of the river, which were grad- 
ually forming great osier flats, and were becom- 
ing tirm land. The northern bank of the Danube 
at its mouths is the present Russian Province 
of Bessarabia. The southern forms the extreme 
northeastern boundary of Bulgaria. In Bessa- 
rabia, on the banks of the River Dneister (for- 
merly tne boundary between Muscovy and Tur- 
key), is Bender, where Charles XII. of Sweden 
took retuge alter his defeat by Peter the Great 
in 1790. There, too, upon the Danube’s north- 
ern branch, was the strong fortress of Ismail, 
taken from the Turks by the Russians under 
Suwarrow, who reduced it to ashes after a fear- 
ful massacre of its garrisou and its inhabitants 
1. A Byron sang its death song in 


There was an end of Ismail, hapless town! 
Far flashed her burning towers o'er Danube's 


stream. 
And redly ran her blushing waters down. 
The horrid war whoop and the sbriller scream 
Rose still, but fainter were the thunders grown. 
Of forty thousand who pad manned the wall 
— hundreds breathed—the rest were silent all. 
usual passage ot the Russians into Tur- 
key has been by a b of boats across the 
Danube from Bessarabia into Bulgaria. This 
introduced them into what has been callea the 
Quadrilateral, defended 1 great fort- 
resses and the Black fortresaes being 
Silistria, Shumla, and Varna, the two latter 
sometimes called the Gates of © tinople. 
There has always been a tradition that which- 
ever side triumphed in the frst campaign at 
the siege of Silistria should conquer at the end 
of the war. In the present war the Russians 
altogether disregarded and passing 
boldly through Roumania, in spite of the pro- 
tests of its Government and inbabitants, passed 
the Danube at Sistova, 250 miles to the west of 
the old crossing place. At . te 
Danube lies a reedy swam old 
traveler. Througn i oy ouths the river 
filters to the sea. We speak of many mouthe, 
but only one is navigable for v of large 
draft, and only two others are available for any 
kind of navigation. The northern mouth, call- 
ed Kilia, is no longer passable for vessels of any 
size, though it was once in possession of tho 
Genoese, who held it for trading purposes. In 
its neighborhood eome future Schliemann, capa- 
ble of braving malaria and mosquitoes, may yet 
find the ruins of a temple sacred to Achiiles, sit- 
uated upon au island in the times of the au- 
cients, which is now supposed to bave been 
welded on to the mainland by the 
alluvial deposits of the river. The mid- 
dle mouth (Soulineh) is the only outlet for 
large vessels to the Black Ses. In 1817 the 
Turks yielded its northern — to the Rus- 
sians, together with a low isl at its entrance. 
It has a bar only covered with ten or twelve 
feet of water, and is rapidly filling up with de- 
posits of mud and sand. The Danube is 4 slug- 
sh river, without strengt to keep its own 
nnel clear. The third mouth, St. George, 
is in Bulgaria, but it is of no value, being too 
shallow for seaguing vessels. The treaty of 
Adrianople in 1829 gave Russia complete com- 
mand of the Soulineh. Russia, as weil as 
Prussia, knows well the importance of correct 
geographical information, both for military 
purposes and for aiplomacy. The treaty on 
perusal at a distance from the spot looks fair: 
“The mouth of St. George shal) remain 
open to vessels-of-war snd merchant ships, both 
Russian and Turkish in commop.” But Rus 
slan engiueers had previously surveyed and 
sounded all the Danube mouths, and well 
knew that the Saint George would not admit a 
vessel of any kind drawing five feet of water. 
Diplomatists have always felt themselves to 
have been overreached by Russia in this matter 
of the mouths of the Danube, and are‘jealous of 
what is practically her possession of the only 
avaiable outlet of such an important 1 
river. While she bas stipulated that no Turk 
shall live on the southern bank of the 
Soulineh Channel for six mies from 
its mouth, the Powers are jealously 
watchful lest she should fortify ner swampy 
island, considering that any such erection might 
prove a key that would lock up the river. They 
cannot, however, prevent her keeping gunboats 
on the spot, which would, probably, in case of 
need, answer her purpose as effectually. Russia 
is under treaty obligations to endeavor to clear 
away the sana that every year accumplates in 
the Souliven Channet, and is permitted to charge 
a small toll on vessels passing that pass- 
age to pay 18 Numbers wrecks of 
vessels, which have been lost while seeking the 
right pathway in these shallow waters, 
are at all times visible. The Delta of the 
Danube is a swampy * intersected 
with channels no w than broad 
ditches. It is the haunt of herds of buffaloes 
and flocks of wild fowl. Alter the Crimean 
war Russia ceded a portion of Bessarabia to 
Koumania. This territory she now insists on 
taking back in, to the great 1 ation of 
the people of Wallachia and Moldavia. She 
offers to vede a small portion of other territory 
in its place, but the Koumanians consider the 
offer entirely unsatisfactory. Bessarabia is 4 
country of wide plains, weil watered by tribu- 
taries Of the Pruth and Dnéister. It is not, 
however, a grain country, its wealth consisting 
in flocks. Its inhabitants are chiefly Wallachs— 
1. e., Rournanians—Gvopsies and Jews, with ser 
eral colonies of German immigrants. The pop- 
ulation is supposed to amount in all to about 


half a million.

A BRACE OF SUBSIDIZERS. 

Tun Tame yesterday published the 
flimsy explanations made by Mr. Casweu, 
of Wisconsin, of the reasons why he voted 
to report the bill granting a money subsidy 
from the Treasury to build Tom Scort’s rail- 
road in Texas. The intelligent people of 
Wisconsin will reach their own conclusions 
as to the ciency of the reasons for that 
and all other subsidies. 

But however surprising may be the course 
of the Wisconsin member in voting to build 
a railroad through Texas at the expense of 
the United States, the speech of Mr. Dun- 
weLL, of Minnesota, also in favor of subsi- 
dies, will perhaps prove a greatef surprise to 
the people of that State. Some years ago, 
when Congress spept sevéral weeks try- 
ing to vote a subsidy of $5,000 extra 
pay to each member, and at the same 
time make no record of the names vot- 
ing for the bill, there was an unpleasant 
controversy as to how Mr. Dunnett voted 
upon the steal“ The Clerk recorded Mr. Dun- 
NELL's name in favor of the back-pay swin- 
dle, but subseqgently Mr. Dunne. denied 
the aecuracy of the record. The question 
of veracity bas never been determined, In 
this case, however, Mr. DUx III. leaves no 
room for doubt. 
to vote whatever sum be needed to subsidize 
transportation companies to run steamships 
on the ocean, especially to Brazil. That the 
people of Minnesota may understand why 
they should be taxed to enable a steamship 
company in Philadelphia to run their steam- 
ers at the expense of the Treasury, we give 
so much of the remarks of Mr. Dunne as 
have come to hand : 


Mr. DUNNELL spoke HM defense of the Consular 
system, which was not only self-sustini but 
actually brqught $300,000 a year into the ‘Treas- 
ury. He attributedg partly to want of Consular 
agencies the decrease of American commerce. He 
declared himself in favor of voting Government aid 
to American commerce. Congress sullenly and 
tupidly refused to give aid to commerce, because 
ecry of Subeidy was rung in its ears. The great 
American question to-day was, how American pro- 
ducers could reaca foreign consumers. He char- 
acterized the impending Tariff bill as the wooden 
horse overlooking the walls and threatening the 
prosperity of the country. It was a direct aitack 
on the agricultural interests, and got up in the in- 
terest of some little two-penny manufacturing in- 
stitution. He regretted that there was a proposi- 
tion to revise the tariff,. but its promoters were 
vastly mistakenif they supposed they could pass it. 
Returning to the question of subsidies, and refer- 
ring pa. ularly to the Brazilian trade, he deciared 
himself ready to vote $100,000 or $200, 000 to an 
American sieamship line to Brazil as having a ten- 
dency to revive American commerce, for in ite re- 
te there was increased protection to agricultural 
nterests. 


There was a Convention of so-called ex- 
porters” recently held in Washington, and 
the purpose of this Convention was to urge 
Congress to vote subsidies to build American 


ry our products to foreign lands. The im- 


| pression which these people, including Mr. 
DunNELL, wish to create is, that there is a 


difficulty at present in finding transportation 
of American products to foreign countries ; 
that the warehouses on thd Atlantic and Pa- 
cific and Gulf coasts are filled to overflow- 
ing with the products of American industry, 
unable to obtain transportation the 
other parts of the world, and that to 
raise the blockade the Government must 
open the Treasury and give money to private 
companies to build ships, and thus relieve 
suffering American industry in its efforts to 
reach a market. Of course there is not a 
word of truth in this. The means of trans- 
portation are vastly greater than the demand, 
and ocean freights were never so low as they 
have been during the last years. Boston, 
unable to furnish outgoing vessels with car- 
goes, has to send to New York to get goods 
‘to fill up, and the Baltimore and Philadel- 
phia lines have never been troubled for want 
of room to carry all that was offered them. 
The great difficulty of American commerce 
is not the means to export, but the products 
to export. 

The United States produce a surplus of 
cotton, breadstuffs, provisions, tobacco, 
petroleum, and other yield of the soil, the 
forest, and the mines. The United States 
have in addition vast stores of iron, coal, 
and all the raw material for an i 
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policy of the legislation since 1860 has been 
to confine manufacturing products to the 
mere demand for home producjjon, and 
to make good to the capital invested in man- 
ufactures the loss from short production by 
granting subsidies or bounties from) the 
Treasury.

The people who produce 93 or 94 per cent 
of what we do export have no difficulty in 
finding all the steamships and sailing ves- 
sels competing t> carry their products. Bra- 
zil has no difficulty in finding vessels to 
bring beg goffee to this country, and would 
have no difficulty in exchanging her coffee 
crop for Americam manufactures if they 
could be purchased in this country. But 
Pennsylvania has no iron and steel to sell. 
The entire export of American iron and steel 
in 1877 did not equal in value that of the 
tallow exported in the same year. 

We do not understand Mr. Dunnzxu’s ref. 
erence to the tariff ; but if he ever expects to 
have American manufactures exported, and 
the ocean covered again with vessels bearing 
the American flag, he must rigidly reject all 
subsidies, and all bounties, general and 
special, and open wide the doors to all the 
people to buy and sell, and buy and sell 
ships, wherever they can find a market, on 
the best terms they can obtain.

(2) We 
protest against the appointment of a Com- 
mission to point out irregularities, frauds, 
and rascalities, which were pointed out six 
months ago by the Jay Commission, but 
which continue to exist in full force to this 
day, in the New York Custom-House. 
(Y We protest against the personnel of the 
Commission. 

We allege, and challenge successful con- 

iction of the allegation, that no frauds of 

y considerable extent exist in the trans- 
portation of merchandise under the I. T. 
Bond act or in the collection of the customs 
revenues at interior ports. It is therefore a 
grossly unjust aspersion of the official repu- 
tation of Western Customs Collectors and 
Appraisers to connect them, even by the most 
remote implication, with the inefficiericy and 
corruption with which the New York Cus- 
tom-House is justly chargeable, and for 
which the management of that office alone 
should answer and suffer.

But 
Dr. Huwroon’s confession has been a suffi- 
cient justification of the spirits with whom 
Mr. Sronzr supposed he was having confi- 
dential communication. The fact is, there 
is no reason to believe that Jzrrzzson, Ca- 
HouN, or Bucuanan have ever had anything 
to do with Mr. Sronzr, and it is unfair to 
charge them with any responsibility for 
either the vagaries or iniquities of the Chi- 
cago Times. Dr. Huwroon has, by his own 
confession, been the evil genius of that in- 
stitution, and now that Dr. H has 
confessed, repented, and reformed, we hope 
to see a corresponding improvement in the 
mental and moral condition of the 7 mes. 
REBEL CLAIMS. 

The first determined effort to secure Con- 
gressional recognition of Rebel claims, with 
provision for paymen® thereof, has fortu- 
nately resulted in the confusion of the Con- 
federate Congressmen who have been urging 
it. The question was on the payment of the 
ante-bellum mail-contractors, who claim 
compensation ug to the 3ist day of May, 
1861, at which tame it is asserted that the 
Confederate Government asgumed control of 
the Southern mail service, though a suspen- 
sion of relations with the various States 
varied from December, 1860, according to 
the dates when the different ordinances’ of 
secession were adopted. The amount of 
money directly involved in the bill proposed 
was $375,000, but had the claims of the 
contractors been thus recognized up to the 
date named, the Postmasters throughout the 
seceded States would have had an equal 
claim for their salaries up to May 31, 1861, 
which, in the end, would have necessitated 
an outlay of at least a million of dollars. 

These contractors’ claims were urged on 
the ground that they were debts contracted 
by the Government with private Parties, 
which a subsequent political action on the 
part of the States should not be permitted 
to invalidate; and they gained an additional 
strength from the positive statement made 
by Mr. Reagan, now a member of Congress 
from Texas but formerly Postmaster-Gen- 
eral of the Confederacy, to the effect that 
the Confederate Government had carefully 
protected all the property and rights of the 
United States Government under the mail 
system up to the 3lst of May, 1861, and se- 
cured the return of such property to the 
United States. These plausible statements 
so far influenced some of the Republican 
members of Congress that they were will- 
ing to accede to the payment of all such 
claims up to the date the Southern States 
respectively passed the ordinances of se- 
cession, and such an amendment was 
offered by Mr. Frrx, of Maine, with the gen- 
eral understanding that the bill should be 
passed in that shape. Luckily, Messrs. 
Conozr and Wiiigrs, of Michigan, had pro- 
vided themselves with material from the 
„Rebel archives,” now in possession of the 
Government, which showed that the Con- 
federate Government had not pursued so fair 
and honorable a course as its ex-members 
claimed for it. 

Mr. Cova produced an order made by 
Mr. Reacan as Postmaster-General of the 
Confederacy, dated May 20, 1861, in which 
he directed the Postmasters, agents, and 
contractors in the postal service to ‘retain 
in their possession, for the benefit af the Con- 
federate States, all mail-bags, locks and keys, 
marking and other stamps, blanks for quar- 
terly returns of Postmaggers, and all other 
property belonging to or connected with the 
postal service.” This certainly did not look 
as though the Confederate Government 
had undertaken the part of guardian 
of the United States Government's inter- 
ests, but rather had the appearance of rob- 
bing the United States Government. Then 
Mr. WruetTs produced the documentary evi- 
dence that the claimants under this bill had 
been reimbursed by the Confederate Govern- 
ment on account of their contracts prior to 
May 31, 1861, which meant that the Con- 
federate Government had paid the con- 
tractors for selling out and defrauding the 
United States by breaking their contracts and 
turning over United States property to the 
Confederates. Among other documents pro. 
duced was a report made by Mr. Rzacan him- 
self 
credited himself with $502,000 paid on ac- 
count of services rendered prior to May 31, 
1860. 

It is not surprising that the Rebel claim- 
agents in Congress were completely discon- 
certed by these unexpected revelations. 
They asked for time, and some of them 
frankly acknowledged that, under the cir- 
cumstances, it would be an outrage to order 
the payment of these claims a second time 
out of the United States Treasury. Mr. 
ReaGan pleaded a bad memory to get out of 
the scrape, and the. matter was postponed 
for a couple of weeks. We can scarcely 
conceive that these claims will be revived at 
all, but, if they shall be, it will be with small 
hope of their allowance after what has trans- 
pired. The incident shows that the pur- 
chase of the Rebel archives (at a cost of 
$75,000, we believe) was an excellent invest- 
ment, though it was denounced at the time 
asa job; in this single instance the pos- 
session of these documents has saved the 
country a million of dollars. Another les- 
son is that all these Rebel claims, which will 
increase as the Democgats gain strength in 
Congress, must be subjected to the closest 
scrutiny, and that they must not be taken 
upon the faith of those who urge them.

Mean- 
while, the English papers have analyzed his 
figures and looked into the real condition 
of the army, and find that there is one corps 
of 32,000 men in partial readiness, and that 
asecond can be made ready before long. 
For the time being, at least, England has 
dropped her war talk, and her new pro- 
gramme of action is foreshadowed in the 
following declaration of the London Times 
Russia has no right to be dictator over 
Turkey. The Great Powers did not invite 
her to make war or give her a com- 
mission to replace the Govérnment of 
the Porte in any way she. may 
see fit. No decision so patriotic and 
far-seeing has been taken by the Cabinet 
in many a day as the step proposing that 
Greece should be represented at the Confer- 
ence. It recognizes that the old state of 
things cannot be restored, and that the best 
materials for replacing it are to be found in 
the Hellenic races.” The last clause of this 
extract contains the very core of the new 
English position. The questions which will 
come up before the Congress are not likely 
to concern the treaties of 1856 or of 1871. 
Those treaties are only forms, no longer 
realities. They were substantially abrogated 
awhen the Treaty Powers declined to aid 
Turkey, as they might have done under their 
provisions, and England herself the other 
day coolly violated them by sending her fleet 
to Cogstantinople without a firman. There 
is a tacit consent among the signatories that 
they may be violated, so that there is no 
necessity of a Congress to be called for 
patching them up. Nor will the questions 
before the Congress concern the indemnity 
to be paid Russia, the cession of the fleet, 
the autonomy of the Sclavic Principal- 
ities, their form of government, or the 
future of Tufkey. The great problem that 
will come before Comgress does not concern 
the past, or present, or future ot Turkey. 
Upon one point, at least, Europe is agreed, 
namely, that the Sick Man received his 
death blow at Plevna, and the Congress will 
celebrate his obsequies. The problem, there- 
fore, will be, How shall the Ottoman Empire 
in Europe be replaced? The territory lately 
occupied. by the Turks, and the races 
recently dominated, persecuted, and de- 
spoiled by them, must be reconstructed. 
What shall be the nature of the new Power 
erected upon the ruins of Turkey, how shall 
it be governed, what influences shall it exer- 
cise, with what other Powers shall it assimi- 
late? These are the vital questions that will 
occupy the attention of Europe, now that 
the failure of the Turks to maintain peaceful 
and equitable government in Eastern Europe 
is conceded. The position of Russia on this 
question is well known. Her policy is to 
erect Bulgaria, with largely-extended bound- 
aries, into a great Sclavonic empife, by means 
of which she will obtain a predominating in- 
fluence in its Government, and she is willing, 
on this account, that Austria shall take Bos- 
nia and Herzegovina, whose alliance with the 
Austrian Sclaves will give that nationality 
the prependerance of power in the national 
councils. Germany, also, is willing that 
these provinces shall be ceded to Austria, be- 
cause she foresees in such a cession a disin- 
tegration of the Austrian nationalities, which 
must eventuate in the gravitation of the Ger- 
manic provinces to Germany. The Sclaves 
of Austria are eager for the annexation be- 
cause they are eager for the supremacy of 
Sclavonic influences in Vienna. The Mag- 
yars oppose it because their supremacy would 
be destroyed. If the Austrian Government 
has any opinion, it has not given 
a hint of it. No one can tell from 
Count Anprassy’s declarations what policy 
the Government will pursue in the. 
Congress, or whether it has any policy, and is 
merely drifting along, waiting the develop- 
ments of the future. Against this Sclavonic 
policy of Russia, which is intended to 
further her ambitious schemes, England now 
opposes a well-defined policy, the first step 
in which has been taken by her demand that 
Greece shall be admitted to the Congress. 
Against the rights of the Sclaves she will 
claim the equal rights of the Greeks. When 
Russia presents the title of the Sclave, she 


will present the title of the Greek. So long 


as Turkey was a Power, and could be used 
as a counterpoise to Russian ambition, she 
used Turkey, and allowed Greece to be 
plundered and persecuted; but, now 
that Turkey is no longer a Power, 
she will use Greece in her stead, demanding 
for hér not alone an extension to her old 
frontiers, which will give her Thessaly and 
Epirus and a large part of Macedonia and 
Albania, but equal rights in the new Empire 
with the Sclaves. The demand, therefoge, 
that Greece shall be admitted to the Con- 
gress marks a new departure in the policy of 
England, and is tantamount to an official 
declaration that her late partner, Turkey, 
having become defunct, a new partner, 
Greece, has been admiti to the firm to 
look after her interests in the East. The re- 
sult of this wide departure from her tradi- 
tional policy on the Eastern question will be 
watched with interest in the deliberations of 
the Congress. It raises a multitude of new 
questions, and involves very serious compli- 
cations, as Russia will bitterly oppose it.

When Snell, who returned to town a 
few days ago, heard of what had been dose, he 
nearly went crazy, and was frequently heard to 
declare that be would kill Mrs. Miller rather 
than see ber in the possession of another. Yes- 
terday he threatened to cut the throat of a 10- 
year-old child of hers by a former mar- 
riage. This morning at 10 o’clock Miller and 
and his wife were sitting in their bedroom when 
a little brother of Miller, who lives with him, 
went to him and informed him that George 
Snell was down-stairs and was coming up to 
the room. Miller told his wite to stay in the 
room and not be alarmed, and went to the door, 
where he found Snell. Snell asked Miller 
whether he could speak to his wife, and was 
refused. Disregarding this refusal, Snell, who 
in a much larger man than Miller, rudely 
pushed him to one side, and entered 
the room. Without speaking to Mrs. Miller 
he drew a knife, such as is used by cigarmakers, 
a weapon eight ſuches in length, sharpened on 
both edges, and terminati ina very sharp 
point, and cut ber twice in the left side, anc 
once over the temple, and then, picking up a 
sticks of stovewood, bit her four times, felling 
her to the floor. Not satisfied with this, he 
‘stamped upon her several times with his heavy 
cowhide boots. Meanwhile, the husband, who 
had been present when Snell cut her in the 

ran shrieking down the stairs, through 
the dining-room and kitchen into the 
yard. Officer Hausman heard the cries for the 
Holice, and ran to the house, where be found 
Mrs. Miller lying in a pool of blood near the 
door, and Suell witha stick of stovewood in 
his hand standing over her. A doctor was sent 
ior, who examined the wounds, but stated that 
there was little or no probability of the woman’s 
recovery. When Snell stabbed her in the side 
the knife broke in two places, one piece about 
an inch in length remaiving in her body. @his 
was removed by the doctor. Snell was arrest- 
ed, and taken to the Fourth District Sub-Police 
Station. The woman, whois 28 years of age 
and very beautiful, will, according to the latest 
accounts, die of her wounds. 


A BLOODY AFFRAY.

There has been a 
bitter feeling between the young men for some 
time, caused, it is reported, by their both hav- 
ing met at Moberly, in the course of their 
travels in this State, a charmer at whose feet 
they both worshiped. Booker was successful, 
while Cunningham failed to make an impres- 
sion. An accident caused the smoldering ill- 
feeling between them to burst into 
flame. Booker met a customer on Fifth street, 
and was endeavoring to make a sale, when Cun- 
ningham interfered, satisfied him that he could 
do the business with him to better advantage 
than Booker could, and succeeded in drawing 
him away. The two men met again at about 
the same place, when Booker charged Cunning- 
ham with unprofessional conduct, and asked 
him for an explanation. Hot words foliowed, 
and Cunningham drew a pocket knife and began 
slashing at bis oppunent, who drew a revolver, 
when Cunningham beat a retreat, but not be- 
fore he received a flesh wound in the hip of a 
painful but not serious nature. When Booker 
was picked up it vas found that his right cheek

The Daly Company presented “London As- 
surance ’’ last evening, after playing Divorce” 
in the afternoon, showing that they are capable 
of doing hard work when occasion requires 
it. Both plays were rendered with a 
completeness which could only be accom- 
plished by a company which has worked in 
unison fora considerable time, and therefore 
needs no preparatory exercises in the shape of 
rehearsals, further than the necessary directions 
to the scenic artist, who on this Occasion ful- 
filled his mission with credit to himself. The 


evening was devoted to the performance of 
„ London Assurance,” a comely which appears 
to be regarded as classical, although written by 
Boucicault. Dion composed it in his earl 
years, before he had meddled with the world, 
and it bears the marks of some of his brilliant 
predecessors.

AN AWFUL DEATH. 


John Willeobacher, employed in a sugar re- 
finery in Brooklyn, yesterday 
on the surface of a boneblack vat 
sugar is refined and which continually sinks 
through a conical bottom over a retort, the fires 
of which keep the mass to a heat of 180 degrees. 
He sank into the hot black mass. Ag he tried 
to lift his feet to get out, he found 
himself drawn down by the suction of the mov- 
ing mass, which was kept up at a heat of 180 de- 
grees. His les Drobably only added to the 
downward motion, and as a freman entered to 
fake his tire, Willenbacher’s terrible plight became 
known. tie had then sank to his throat. Men 
ran from every part of the refinery, and the en- 
deavor to rescue Willenbacher was earnestly 
begun. Nothing could stop the ceaseless dowu- 
ward suction of the boneback, because the hole 
at the bottom of the vat opened into a retort 
filled with fierce flames. Even the few seconds 
that were spared to the consideration of this 
gave confirmation to Willenbacher’s doom, for 
be sunk until the lower part of his face was hid- 
dev. His comrades shouted cheering words to 
him, and threw planks across the surface of the 
doneblack, the bravest venturing out upon them. 
They scattered the boneblack from about Willen- 
bacber’s shoulders, and, gras him, tugged 
to pull him out, but they could not stir him. 
He seemed to be unconscious from suffocation. 
A block was hastily rigged upon a beam above 
the vat, and eager men grasped the tackle in 
their strong hands and pulled well together, 
but they did not move Willenbacher. The dig- 
ging about the sinking man was resum ‘and 
the boneblack was cleared away down his 
thighs. Then those who hauled with ali their 
strength upon the tackle raised Willenbacher 
from the boneblack. Kind hands laid him limp 
and unconscious upon the planks. He was 
breathing faintly, and a comrade ran to summon 
a physician, but. while his fect still sounded on 
the stairway, Willenbacher died. He leaves a 
wife and two children.

They Want Their Friends Retained Rather than 
the Interest on the Bonded Debt Paid. 


The proposed reduction of the expenses of the 
City Government by Uischarging employes bas 
had the effect anticipated. All the Aldermen 
who have friends in the different departments 
are angry, and they are going to see what they 
can do about it. A dozen of them hovered 
around the City-Hall nearly all yesterday, re- 
monstratin with Supt. Hickey, who seems to be 
the only onew ho has thus fartakeu any decided 
steps toward complying with the directions of 
the Mayor. It wasa waste of time, however. 
‘I must obey orders,“ said he. 

THE POLICE’ DEPARTMENT. 

He had summoned the Captains to headquar- 

ters in the morning, and told them to cut 


down their commands 15 per cent. They

There are about 64, 
000,000 of these certificates out. 1 suppose none 
of them are smaller pes $100. If each one of 
them had a separate holder there would be only 
40,000 holders; but I presume, since I under- 
stand the banks hold @ good many, that the 
total number of holders is not over 135. 
Now, there are 15,000 then of them, and abo 
480,000 other people in the City of Chicago who 
are not interested personally in having these 
things paid, but who are interested in having 
protection from the police and fre- 
men, in having the streets lighted with 
gas, cleaned, etc. Now, why should this small 
number stand in the way of the advantage of 
the larger number?! If this — as it comes 
in, is used for paying these certificates, it will 
be necessary to cut down the police force and 
to skimp the salaries of the others, causing 
great distress and destitution throughout the 
city. Surely the bolders of these certificates, 
most all of whon? are well-to-do, would not be 
so merciless as to insist upon their pound of 
flesb. but would al'ow the interests of the city 
—the payment of the interest on its bonded 
debt, the maintenance of its Police and Fire 
Departments—to outweigh for the time being 
their just claims to the repayment of 
the money which they loaned. If the 
city can use that money as it comes in (ana 1 
don’t think the certificate-holders could object 
in the face of public sentiment if they were sure 
of being paid some time), then all the depart- 
nts could be kept in an efficient condition. 
The city, having the ey on hand, could buy 
everything cheaper, and could so economize on 
a tion of this year that, next vear, it 
would be able to pay off two, or three, or four 
hundred thousand dollars of these certificates of 
indebtedness. By pursuing the same policy 
year by year, and making a larger appropriation 
next year, they would in a short time be able to 
wipe out. all this floating debt, and would be 
left with a capital of $4,000,000 on hand, with 
which they could easily pay in cash, day by day 
or week by week, the current expenses of the 
year.

COUNTY ORDERS. 
EXCESS OF EXPENDITURES OVER APPROPRIA- 
TIONS. 

Don't it seem strange to you,” said a gentie- 
man to a TRiscNne reporter yesterday, that. with 
all this talk about city orders or certificates of in- 
debtedness, there is nothing said about county 
orders, and no attention called to the fact that 
some of them are of doubtful! value?“ 

**T never heard anything about it, said the re- 
porter. What is there wrong over there!“ 

Just you do this, said the gentleman. ‘* You 
fish out the appropriations made by the county for 
the fiscal year running from Dec. 1, 1876, to Dec. 
1, 1877, and put them down in a column, and then 
you put over against them the sums actually ex- 
pended for which orders have been drawn on the 
Treasurer. Having done that, go to the Revised 
Statates and hunt up the section about omission 
and malfeasance by officers, which reads, as far as 
this point is concerned, as follows: 

Every person holding any public office (wheth- 
er State, county, or municipai), trust, or or 
ment, who shall be guilty of contracting directly 
or indirectly for the expenditure of a greater sum 
or amount of money than may have been at the 
time of making the contracts appropriated or set 
apart by law, or authorized by law to be contracted 
for or expended upon the subject matter ot the 
contracts, shall be fined not exceeding $10, 000, 
and may be removed from his office, trust, or em- 
ployment.” : 

After listening to this ominous deciaration, the 
reporter went over to the County building for tae 
purpose of hunting np the information which he 
needed. The first vurt of it, that is, the approvria- 
tions for the last fiscal year, was easily o ned, 
but to determine what orders had been drawn 
against the different appropriations forthe same 
fiscal year was 

A HOPELESS TASK. 
He had never seen anything in the way of book- 
keeping which equaied that to be found at the 
County Building. He bad stumbled sometimes 
over the intricacies of the city's system. Here he 
was lost in the blind mazes of no system at ail. 
At the City-Hall, f you bunt long enough, you can 
find what you want. Atthe County Building, no 
matter how long you hunt, you cannot find it. 
The city keeps a distinct account with each and 
every object for which an — 4 — is made. 
It is easy to tell just bow much has been expenued 
for this or that particular purpose. No atiempt is 
made on the other side of the river to do anytaing 
of the kind. There is a k into which are 
chucked the erders drawn for various 
contractors, without any attempt, however, 
to specify the appropriations. The meat 
contractor sendsin a bill for meat furnished the 
Poor-House, Insane Asylum. and County Hospital, 
and an order is drawn for the total amount of the 
bill; and nobody, except by picking out the items, 
can find how much of the face of that order should 
be charged agaitist the Poor-House, or how much 
against the Insane Asylum, apprupriation. The 
system which prevailed there last year in book - 
keeping is atrocious. It is satisfactory, however, 


4+ to know that Mr. Klokke has turned over a new 


leaf, and that, at present, it is possible to ind out 
something. After cigging laboriously for a day, 
the reporter renounced the task of finding how 
many orders had been drawn against each and every 
appropriation. He could only find out in a gen- 
eral way that there were appropriations, exclusive 
of those for the interest on bonded indebtedness. 
for about $1,092,000, that the receipts from fees 
had been about $200, 000, and that about $200, 000 
of the back taxes (which have nd yet been col- 
lected, by the way) had been set apart to aid in the 
construction of the Court-House. This would 
make about $1,400,000, against which there had 
been drawn orders amounting to about $1, 600, 000. 
AS REGARDS SOME OF THE INSTITUTIONS, 
however, he was able to arrive at accurate results, 
obtained from the anna] reports of the Warden of 
the Insane Asylum and Poor-House, the County 
Agent, and the Warden of the County Hospital. 
These figures are given in the following table, the 
first colamn showing the appropriation made for 
the fiscal year, the second the amount spent, and 
for which orders have been drawn, and the third 
the excess of expenditure over appropriation:

The question, then, is, whether the County Com- 
missioners nave been guilty of contracting direct- 
ly or indirectly for the expenditure of more money 
than was authorized to be expended on these county 
institutions, and next, if they nave been guilty, 
what is the value of the orders drawn in excess of 
the appropriations? There are now outstanding 
unpaid orders, which have been signed by the 
County Clerk and countereigned by the Treasurer, 
to the amonnt of about $250,000. Under the 
opinion recently given by County-Attorney Wai- 
lace, the expenses of one fiscal year can ouly be 
paid out of the taxes of that year. So these orders 
in excess. which were drawn against the expenses 
for the fiecal year 1876-'77. cannot be paid out of 
the taxes of the fiscal year 1877-°78. he appro- 
priation, however, for the fiscal year 1876- 
77 is insufficient to pay them, and the 
uestion comes up. How are the hulders to get 
their money? If these supplies were furnished by 
authority of law, the contractors have a claim 
against the county, and the money to pay them 
cap be put into the next year's tax-levy and raised 
by taxation. If, however, the claims are Illegal 
from the beginning, this cannot be done. 
The matter is one which deserves investigation 
by the County Commissioners and the law officers 
the county. It is well to settle it now. because 
the same may otherwise happen this year. For 
instance, the appropriation for the County ~ A. 
8. is 
00,000. But it appears quarterly

OBITUARY. 
OBADIAH JACKSON. 

The death of Obadiah Jackson—a man in the 
prime of life, and one as familiarly known in busi- 
ness and professional circles as almost any man in 
Chicago—occurred yesterday morning. The dis- 
ease that caused his death was typhoid pneumonia, 
from which he bad been suffering about three 
weeks. 

He was the eldest son of Ovadiah Jackson, a 
New York merchant, and was born in Brookiyn, 
N. I., in 1837. He came to Chicago with his 
father in 1845, and at the age of 9 years was sent 
to St. Mary's (R. C.) College, then in charge of 
the Rev. Father Kinsella.
